Chicago, Dec. 8.— Dr. Benjamin H ar­ 
ris. a retired physician who cam e to 
this city one year ago

The shooting took place in 
the Stock E x c h a n g e building and for

excitem ent. 
Campbell made no effort to escape and 
it w as said the result of the tragedy 
w as the outcome of domestic troubles 
involving both families. 
Tho wife of 
Dr. Harris som e tim e ago secured a 
divorce from hor husband, alleging as 
the grounds for the separation tho at­ 
tentions of hor husband to Mrs. C amp­ 
hol!. 
After the granting of the Harris 
divorce 
Campbell com m enced 
pro­ 
ceedings 
for a separation 
from his 
wife and in connection with that m a t­ 
ter he visited Chicago. 
He 
was in 
the office of a local attorney a wait I ng 
the appearance of Mrs. Harris, who 
w a s to make a deposition regarding 
the connection of Mrs. Campbell with 
the Harris divorce suit. 
Harris also 
happened to visit the offices of the a t­ 
torney and suddenly stepped Into the 
room where Campbell was sitting. T h e 
I tier at once si rang to his fort and 
drawing a revolver 
fired at Harris. 
The physician turned and ran into tho 
hall, followed by Campbell, who fired 
at him repeatedly, foul bullets takin g 
effect. 
Harris fried to summon the 
elevator in o ld e r to leave the build 
b,g hut fainted from loss of blood and 
CMI on tho fir or across the door of the 
elevator shaft. 
Campbell walked calmly hack to the 
attorney’s o ffice 
and asked that tho 
police he s* nt for 
and within a few 
moments Tv w as taken to the Central 
police station.. 
Harris w as hurried to the hospital, 
where It w as found 
that one bullet 
I ad passed through his chest and two 
others through his stomach. 
It w as 
said that lie could not possibly live.

Destroys Property Valued at Nearly 
T w o Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


Duluth, Pee. 8.— T h e working h ouse 
of the Canadian Pacific elevator I) al 
Fort W I’Ham has been destroyed by 
fire. 
Three large tanks of the main 
structure are also a loss. 
Tlu- cause 
of the blaze 
is unknown. 
Both the 
railway and city fire brigade answered 
to tho alarm, 
but o w in g to 
Hie fact 
I fiat there is not a hydrant within s e v ­ 
eral blocks of the 
elevator the fire­ 
men were powerless to cope with the 
flames and the building, which w a s of 
wood, 
w as 
reduced to 
a heap 
of 
smouldering debris within one hour. 
The storage house is entirely o f steel 
and that 
saved the main 
structure. 
The loss is about $175,000. 
There was no wheat in the working 
house and only about 25,000 bushels 
in the 
elevator. 
No 
grain can 
he 
handled 
by tile plant

stroyed portion is reconstructed. The 
capacity of the elevator is 3,500,000 
bushels.
